The Konza Prairie Research 
Natural Area 


The 8,616-acre Konza Prairie is. 


the largest untouched native tallgrass 
rairie in the world. Those who feel 
ike learning the history of the prairie 
can take a guided tour, and the adven- 
turous can hike any of three trails 
ranging from 2.8 to 4.7 miles. 

“It has a really beautiful lookout 
site. There is nothing around you 
except prairie, so it is a good place to 
get away from it all,” Geneva Phillips, 
junior in open-option, said. 

The Konza Prairie is owned by the 
Nature Conservancy and is leased to 
K-State for .ecological research. A 
new overlook was completed last year 
along Kansas Highway 177 south of 
Manhattan for viewing a large 
expanse of the reserve. i 


Tuttle Creek State Park/Tuttle 
Creek Dam and Reservoir 

There is more to Tuttle Creek than 
Country Stampede. Cool off by swim- 
ming, Water skiing, boating or fish- 
ing. The park also offers a variety of 
camping and walking opportunities, 
as well as scenic views of Kansas’ 
second-largest body of water, 

The spillway east of the dam also 
offers hiking and fossil-hunting 
opportunities. A mile-long chasm was 
formed in 1993. when the floodgates 
were opened for the only time in the 
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reservoir's history.

Sunset Zoological Park 

Manhattan’s zoo is one place in 
town where size and opportunity 
aren’t related. Sunset Zoo offers vari- 
ety and an animal collection many 
larger zoos can’t match. The zoo is 
open seven days a week from 10 a.m. 
to 5:30 p.m., until December 1, when 
the zoo goes to shorter hours for the 
winter season.

The site of K-State’s first 
student bookstore is still standing but 
is now the Dusty Bookshelf. The orig- 
inal bookstore sign chiseled into the 
building’s limestone exterior is still, 
visible on the side of the building 
above the store’s awning. 

The area offers food, alcohol, 
shopping and a variety of other serv- 
ices and attractions. 


Downtown Manhattan R 

Until Manhattan Town Center was 
completed in 1986, downtown 
Manhattan and Aggieville shared 
Manhattan's retail trade. Now the 
downtown area features specialty 
shops, including jewelers, antique 
stores and florists. It is in the process 
of renovation and revitalization. 

Historic structures include the 
Wareham Opera House and the Riley 
County Courthouse.
